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HAVERHILL Arts Centre faces 
closure if the town council has 
to make most of its staff red¬ 
undant, the authority has 
warned. 

The threat comes after Govern¬ 
ment moves to limit council tax 
increases and demand local 
referendums over larger increases. 

Haverhill Town Council backed a 
response by town clerk Gordon Mussett at 
a special meeting last night. 

He warned that if the council cannot 
increase its tax levy by almost 10 per cent, 
it will have to make its own staff 
redundant and close the town’s arts 
centre. 

Christopher Gurteen, whose grand¬ 
father donated the hall where the centre is 
based, said: “When it fell into disrepair 
before, I was very upset and I was absol¬ 
utely delighted when it was done up. 

“I think it serves a very good purpose in 
the community and I would be devastated 
if it had to close.” 

Mr Mussett said to make up a planned 
cut in grant by St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council, the town council is already 
committed to a council tax increase of at 
least £68,000 (9.7 per cent) for the next 
two years. 

He wrote: “In the event we are not able 
to achieve this increase, the town council 
will be looking to make around 60 per 
cent of its workforce redundant, together 
with terminating the employment of a 
further 10 casual staff. 

“It will also mean the closure of the 
town’s arts centre, home to a number of 
local arts organisations, including the 
local drama group, the award-winning 
Haverhill Silver Band, and the nationally- 
recognised Haverhill Sinfonia.

Changes may bring 
parishes into town 


PARTS of neighbouring 
parishes could be abs¬ 
orbed into Haverhill in a 
review of boundaries. 

The town council has put 
forward proposals to take in 
parts of Withersfield, Little 
Wratting and Kedington, which 
are already widely regarded as 
part of the town. 

Areas where major develop¬ 
ments are planned, such as the 
north-west and north-east 
Haverhill schemes, are also 
likely to be brought into the 
town council’s area. 

It is part of a community 
governance review by St 
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Edmundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil. It includes parish and ward 
boundaries and the numbers of 
parish and town councillors. 

Members of the town council 
this week accepted a report on 
extending its area. But no 
changes in the number of 
councillors was currently being 
proposed. 

The report by town clerk 
Gordon Mussett said there had 
already been informal talks 
with the three parishes and 


some agreement had been 
reached with Kedington and 
Withersfield. 

But Little Wratting’s rep¬ 
resentative could not agree any 
changes. 

The boundary with Keding¬ 
ton could be redrawn to run 
along the existing watercourse 
in the valley. 

The boundary with Withers¬ 
field could be redrawn to run 
along the north-western edge 
of the flood park (along the tree 
belt) and then to the west of the 
small industrial site to the 
junction of Withersfield Road 
and Hales Barn Road. Only one 
property other than those in 


Barsey Close would be affected 
by the boundary change. 

The suggested boundary 
change with Little Wratting 
would extend the town’s area to 
north of the proposed round¬ 
about on the new north-west 
relief road before running 
south-east to join the new 
boundary with Kedington. 

Although the review invol¬ 
ves parishes in St Edmunds¬ 
bury Borough Council’s area, 
the town council is also asking 
for adjustments to its borders 
with Essex parishes so that the 
boundary runs along the 
middle of the by-pass.

“Residents have already 
identified their willingness to 
pay for these services in 
Haverhill, residents surveyed 
as recently as November 2009 
identified a willingness to pay 
double the existing level of 
town council tax for services. 

“In the past 10 years, 
during which council tax 
charged by the town council 
has increased by 500 per 
cent, only two written 
complaints have been 
received by the town council 
regarding die increases.” 

Haverhill Arts Centre was 
built in 1883 as a gift to the 
town by businessman and 
philanthropist Daniel Gurt- 
een. 

Mr Mussett said town 
councillors were encouraging 
residents to send their own 
responses to the government 
about potential spending 
restrictions. 

He said further in-form- 
ation was expected to emerge 
next month.

Arson attack 
clears homes 


TERRIFIED residents had to 
evacuate their homes after 
an arson attack. 

People living in Fennels Close, 
Haverhill, were asked to leave their 
homes after a blaze which started 
in a shed threatened to spread to 
the houses. 

It was the second arson attack in 
the town at the weekend. In a 
separate incident a car was tipped 
on its side and set alight. The blaze 
also spread to a garden fence. 

In the Fennels Close blaze, heat 
from the flames melted guttering 
when a fence was engulfed by the 
fire. 

Residents, including a baby, had 
to leave their homes for around 40 
minutes while firefighters 
extinguished the blaze which 
broke out at around 5am on 
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Monday. 

A resident, who did not want to 
be identified, said: “We were told 
that in another 10 minutes it could 
have spread into the roof of all the 
houses.” 

Police said around £2,000 
damage was caused with around 
half the amount expected to be 
spent on repairs to one of the 
houses. 

The incident involving the car 
happened in a parking area in 
Gannet Close, Haverhill, at around 
4am on Sunday. 

An R-registration Renault Clio 
was pushed onto its side and it is 
believed that petrol leaking from 
the car was deliberately ignited. 


The ferocity of the blaze also 
threatened nearby homes in 
Kingfisher Close. 

Ex-police officer John Case, 
whose daughter’s car was 
destroyed in the incident, said: 
“This wasn’t like someone stealing 
a car and taking it out into the 
country to set fire to it. 

“This caused danger and a 
potential for harm to the people 
living in the houses.” 

Both incidents are being invest¬ 
igated as arson. 

Pc Jason Thomas is investigating 
the Gannet Close incident. Pc 
Andrew Green is investigating the 
Fennels Close blaze. Both officers 
can be contacted by calling 
(0J284) 774J00.

Court to decide in 
closure order case 


A TENANT could be barred 
from her home if police are 
successful in gaining a 
closure order at court 
today. 

A hearing was due to resume 
over what is known as a “crack 
house closure order” on a house 
at Boxford Court, Haverhill. 

The tenant Theresa Cassar is 
contesting the order which is 
being considered by magistrates 
sitting at Sudbury. 

Last week the court heard that 
residents had complained about 
drug dealing but were too fright¬ 
ened to give evidence. 

Karly McGuire, representing 
Suffolk police, told the court that 
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cocaine was found when police 
carried out a drugs raid at the 
property on July 15. 

A man and a woman searched 
by police officers were also found 
to have cocaine. 

Pc Will Wright told the court 
that residents of Boxford Court 
and Marlborough Court were 
“living with constant fear hang¬ 
ing over them”. 

He said residents had witness¬ 
ed packages being exchanged for 
cash in an alleyway behind the 
house. 

Some residents also comp¬ 
lained about the “overwhelming 


stench of cannabis fumes”. 

A closure order, under the Anti- 
Social Behaviour Act, was served 
by the police last month. But 
because it is being contested, the 
magistrates have to decide 
whether to confirm the order. 

The power to make closure 
orders was introduced in 2004 
and authorised police officers of 
superintendent rank or higher to 
make the initial order which bars 
anyone other than the legitimate 
residents from visiting a house, 
bungalow or flat. 

Once the order is confirmed in 
court, the occupant or occupants 
could be forced to move out. 

Orders have previously been 
granted on other houses and flats 
in Haverhill.

License fee dodgers 
caught watching TV 


MORE than 100 people were 
caught watching television 
without a license in Haverhill 
during the first six months of 
2010 . 

The 106 caught compares to 402 
in Cambridge, 121 in Bury St Ed¬ 
munds and 53 in Newmarket. 

They were among 209,000 people 
caught across the UK between 
January and June. 

The average evasion rate remains 
low at just over 5 per cent. 

Ian Fannon, TV Licensing spokes¬ 
man, said: “The vast majority of 
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people in Haverhill pay their license 
fee, and to be fair to those who pay, 
we have to be firm with those who 
attempt to get away without paying.

A colour television license cur¬ 
rently costs £145.50 and is required 
by anyone watching or recording 
programmes as they are shown on 
television, whether they are using a 
TV set, computer, or any other 
equipment.

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Options to resolve phone bill disputes 


Haverhill Citizens Advice Bureau this 
month looks at how mobile phone 
customers should go about lodging a 
complaint about their bill or service, 
and the options available to resolve the 
issue. 



Q : Last month my mobile phone 
contract bill was extortionately 
high and much more than I expected. 

I rang the phone company, which said 
I had to pay the bill and then it would 
investigate the query. If I did not, it 
would cut me off. What should I do? 

A :If you have a contract phone rather 
than a pre-pay phone, you will be 
committed to using a certain network, 
at a certain tariff for a minimum period 
of time, usually without any legal right to 
change tariff or cancel without charge. 

However, if the service fails to meet 
the way it was sold to you, you may be 
entitled to a refund, compensation or 
both. 

In the first instance, you should 
contact your mobile phone company. It 
is in a company’s own interests to treat 
its customers fairly and well, and in 
most cases it will resolve the issue 
satisfactorily. 

If the company does not help 
satisfactorily, your mobile phone service 
provider must belong to one of two 
telecoms dispute resolution schemes, 
Otelo or Cisas. These are independent 


complaints schemes that will investigate 
your complaint about a mobile phone 
service provider if you haven’t been able 
to resolve your problem directly. 

You must give the service provider a 
chance to resolve the complaint first, 
going through its formal complaints 
procedure if necessary. 

If it can’t or won’t help, after eight 
weeks you can take your complaint to 
Otelo or Cisas. You can contact them 
earlier if your mobile provider issues 
you with a “deadlock letter”, stating it 
will not deal with your complaint. 

Otelo and Cisas only deal with 
complaints about mobile service 
providers (the company you pay for 
your service) and not about other 


mobile phone retailers that “resell” 
mobile contracts but don’t operate their 
own service. 

If you have a bill which you cannot 
pay and you want to prevent the mobile 
phone from being disconnected, you 
can ask the phone company to see if it 
will accept regular installments on the 
bill and, if so, how much will be 
required. The company may disconnect 
the phone until the repayments are paid 
but allow incoming calls and 999 calls 
only. 

However, you will usually have to 
continue paying the whole of the rental 
for the period of the contract and any 
notice period, even if you are not 
making or receiving any calls at all.

Statistics say that over 20% 
of burglaries take place after 
an intruder has gained 
access to a property through 
an open window or door. 

Therefore it is vital that you 
consider improving your 
home security. Whether it 
be a security alarm, window 
locks, more secure door 
locks etc, it’s better to be safe 
than sorry.

eyes. If you’re installing new 
windows and doors 
remember to choose ones 
which are certified to British 
Standard PAS 24-1 for doors 
and BS7950 for windows. 

Installing security lights to 
the front and rear of your 
property can also help you 
improve your home and 
garage security. Whilst 
keeping your shed or garage 
locked at all times will stop 
thieves from taking tools, 
bicycles and make sure that 
your garage doors are well- 
maintained and secure. 

You could also install CCTV 
cameras as a deterrent. 
These can all be activated by 


sensors similar to those used 
on security lights or alarm 
systems or can record “time 
lapse” images taking still 
pictures at a set interval. 

Other actions you can take to 
improve the security of your 
home include installing a 
burglar alarm. Alarm 


systems are worthwhile 
investment in the protection 
of your home and family. 
Studies reveal that it is far 
less likely that you will 
become the victim of a 
burglary at home if you have 
a correctly fitted and 
well-maintained burglar 


alarm. Remember not to 
leave large amounts of cash 
in the house, keep windows 
and doors locked at all times 
and consider joining your 
local Neighbourhood Watch 
Scheme for extra peace of 
mind. It pays to be safe.

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‘Why I want 
cancer my 


H EADS turn as 
Polly Noble 
walks down 
the street. She’s got 
our photographer in 
tow: snapping away, 
flashgun firing, he’s 
attracting plenty of 
attention from a 
group of visiting 
schoolkids corralled 
on the pavement. 

But-petite and 
impossibly pretty, with 
glossy dark hair, glowing 
eyes and luminous skin - 
it’s Polly herself who’s 
creating the real stir. 

To see the 28-year-old, 
striding along King’s Parade 
and smiling for the camera, 
it’s nigh on inconceivable 
to think she’s battling 
cancer. In fact, Polly has got 
secondary cervical cancer - 
and doctors have deemed 
it incurable. 

“This may sound mad to 
a lot of people, but I’m 
really happy, happier than 
I’ve ever been,” says Polly, 
settling herself at a cafe 
table and ordering a pot of 
green tea. 

“I’m a firm believer that 
things happen for a reason. 
When I was first diagnosed 
with cancer, at 24, it was a 
wake-up call: it woke me 
from the coma I’d been 
walking round in. It made 
me realise that life really is 
short; you have to get on

and live it. 

“Second time round it’s 
made me want to pass that 
message on: to say: ‘Don’t 
wait for your life to be 
turned upside down before 
you start living it to the full 
- start right now’...” 

Since her diagnosis, Polly 
has changed her life 
radically. She’s quit a career 
as a PA in the City and has 
trained as a life coach. She’s 
learned the arts of 
meditation and 
visualisation and become 
an expert in nutrition. And 
she’s embarked on what 
she describes as a “healing 
journey”: a mission to cure 
herself of the cancer. 

“I had the conventional 
treatments - chemo and 
radiotherapy - first time 
round, and I’m not 
knocking them,” says Polly. 
“This time I was told I 
could have some 
radiotherapy, but there 
were no guarantees it 
would make a difference; 
basically, I was told my 
condition was incurable. 

So I decided to heal 
myself.” 

Polly has formulated a 
rigorous treatment plan. 
Her diet is strict. She has 
cut out food said to feed 
cancer cells (wheat, sugar, 
dairy) and introduced anti¬ 
inflammatory foodstuffs 


(like turmeric). 

She has also given up 
meat and alcohol; instead 
she eats endless salads and 
drinks stacks of freshly- 
squeezed organic fruit and 
veg juices (picking 
ingredients, like broccoli, 
which are known for their 
antioxidant properties). 

She also meditates and 
practises visualisation 
religiously every day; in the 
shower, for example, she 
pictures the water washing 
the cancer cells out of her 
body - and straight down 
the drain. 

At Polly’s last scan, just 
two weeks ago, the largest 
of the two secondary 
tumours - close to her 
thyroid gland, in her neck - 
had shrunk by 1mm. 

“That may not sound 
like much, but to me that’s 
real progress; my mum and 
I had a quick ‘high five’ 
when we came out of the 
treatment room,” she says. 
“But I’m not expecting the 
cancer to be gone 
overnight. This is a way of 
life for me now.” 

Polly was first diagnosed 
with cancer in the winter of 
2005. Aged just 24, she’d 
suffered a bout of serious 
bleeding. Tests revealed 
advanced cervical cancer: 
it had spread up Polly’s 
abdomen and into her 
lymph system. 

Surgery, chemo and 
radiotherapy followed. 
Already very slim, Polly lost 
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to fight this 
own way’

a huge amount of weight 
and, incredibly weak, she 
recalls being on the point 
of collapse. 

But, ever determined, 
Polly recovered. Yet she 
admits returning to 
“normal life” was 
daunting. “I’d moved back 
home to Cambridge from 
London while I had 
treatment,” she explains. “I 
can still remember going 
back on the Tube for the 
first time, then going into a 
noisy bar... It was actually 
quite frightening.” 

“Like a lot of people, 
before I had cancer Id 
been running round the 
hamster wheel for years,” 
Polly continues. “I left 
school at 18 and became a 
PA; I didn’t really even 
want to be a PA, but I fell 
into it and then one job 
kind of led to another. 

“I always had this feeling 
that I could be doing more, 
that something wasn’t 
quite right, that something 
was missing... Now I’m 
determined to lead the 
happiest and most fulfilled 
life I can. 

“I want to be the best 
version of myself possible 
- and I want to help other 
people fulfil their potential 
too.” 

After deciding to train as 
a fife coach, Polly says she 
soon realised she’d found 
her niche. Describing 
coaching as “all about 
looking to the future, not 
looking back”, setting goals 
and working out how to 
achieve them, she prides 
herself on “walking the 
talk” in her own everyday 
life. 

“My ‘healing journey’ 
requires a lot of self- 
discipline,” she explains. 
“There are mornings when 
I get up and think I really 
can’t be bothered to make 
another juice -1 have 
seven or eight a day - or 
make a salad, or go 
shopping for more organic 
fruit and veg. 

“But I don’t beat myself 
up for that; equally, I stick 
with it, I don’t give up. I 
believe in allowing 
everything, letting it all out 
... It’s all part of the 
process.” 

Earlier this year Polly 
founded the Super Self 
Academy 

( www.superselfacademy.: 
com). Offering both 
remote tuition and one-to- 
one coaching, her aim is to 
help others take charge of 
their own lives, make 
positive changes - and, 
ultimately, find true 
happiness. 

“I worked with one guy 
who was seriously 
overweight,” continues 


Polly “In three months of 
working with him he lost 
two and a half stone and 
felt so much more 
confident, happier, 
healthier... Knowing 
you’ve been able to help 
someone - given them the 
tools to help themselves - 
is incredibly rewarding.” 

Polly discovered the 
cancer had returned this 
winter, after contracting 
pneumonia and being 
rushed into hospital. That’s 
when the two growths 
were discovered in her 
neck: “I always knew that, 
if the cancer did return, it 
would be in my neck. But it 
was still a real shock: I was 
so well... Even the doctors 
didn’t expect it.” 

Polly says telling her 
family that she was 
refusing conventional 
treatment was tough. “We 
sat round the table and I 
told them I wanted to do 
this myself, that I didn’t 
want to put my body 
through all that again,” she 
remembers. 

“And I told them I didn’t 
want to know if they were 
having problems with my 
decision: I just wanted to 
know they loved me and 
were there for me. They 
were amazing. They said: 
‘OK, we’ll support you’.” 

Relocating to Cambridge 
on a permanent basis, to 
be close to her family (her 
parents live in Hauxton), 
Polly has since dedicated 


herself to her nutritional 
programme, meditation 
and visualisation - and to 
her coaching enterprise. 

As well as cutting out 
chemicals from her diet, 
Polly uses all organic and 
chemical-free beauty 
products. She is, she 
explains, determined to rid 
her body of toxins. “It’s not 
apiece of cake,” she 
admits. “And it can be 
expensive. But I don’t feel 
like this is something I can 
afford not to do.” 

In her bid to spread both 
happiness and healing to 
others, Polly is in the midst 
of writing a book about her 
experiences and co- 
authoring a book on how 
to deal with cancer. And 
her “healing journey” is 
being followed by a 
documentary film crew 

“OK, so this isn’t where I 
would have planned to be: 
facing cancer for the 
second time at 28,” admits 
Polly “But this is where I 
am - and it’s down to me to 
make the most of it. 

“If I wake up in the 
morning and feel like 
going roller skating, I go 
roller skating. If I want to 
go to Alton Towers next 
week, I’ll go to Alton 
Towers next week. Life is 
for living - and I want to 
live my life to the full.”

Crime falls but 
burglaries rise

CRIME in Suffolk is at 
its lowest rate for a 
decade but violent 
crime and domestic 
burglary has risen. 

The overall crime rate 
between April 2009 and 
March 31, 2010, had drop¬ 
ped, including a reduction 
in the number of incidents 
of anti-social behaviour 
(ASB) in Suffolk by 1,000, a 
report from Suffolk Police 
Authority has revealed. 

Officers had also 
exceeded the target num¬ 
ber of detections of drug 
trafficking offences. 

The force had continued 
to beat targets in answering 
emergency 999 calls, with 
the latest police authority 
set target to answer 90 per 
cent of all 999 calls within 
10 seconds. 

In 2008/2009, 95.8 per 
were answered within 
target, and in 2010/2011, 
95.59 per cent, despite a 6.5 
per cent increase in the 
volume received 

The report details the 
substantial work that has 
been undertaken to

improve levels of confid¬ 
ence in the community. 

Support was requested 
from the National Policing 
Improvement Agency, a 
new joint strategic 
ambition was established, 
committed to 'reducing the 
levels of crime and anti¬ 
social behaviour and 
achieving high levels of 
public confidence’, and a 
dedicated working group 
was established to address 
the issue. The latest figures 
confirm an improvement 
from 46.9 per cent of those 
surveyed feeling confid¬ 
ence in Suffolk Constab¬ 
ulary last quarter to 49.8 


per cent in the latest 
quarter, moving Suffolk up 
15 places nationally to 21st. 

Chairman of Suffolk 
Police Authority, Colin 
Spence said: “The past year 
has been a challenging one. 
It is our duty, as an 
authority, to oversee the 
constabulary’s work and to 
ensure that the best 
possible policing service is 
provided. 

“It is vital that our com¬ 
munities have confidence 
in the police to deal with 
the crime and anti-social 
behaviour issues that 
matter locally. The actions 
aimed at addressing anti¬ 
social behaviour along with 
the improvement in levels 
of confidence demonstrate 
the police authority’s 
commitment to building 
confidence. 

“Suffolk is a safe county 
and our performance in 
keeping it safe has been 
consistently strong throu¬ 
ghout the last year. We will 
not be complacent and we 
will continue to monitor 
and work with the constab¬ 
ulary through the chall¬ 
enges that face us this year, 
to ensure a policing service 
our communities continue 
to value and trust.”

The big film 


THE SORCERER’S APPRENTICE (PG, 109 mins) 
Action/Comedy/Romance. Jay Baruchel, Nicolas 
Cage, Alfred Molina, Teresa Palmer, Toby Kebbell, 
Monica Bellucci, Alice Krige, Omar Benson Miller, 
Jake Cherry.

FIALFWAY through Jon Turteltaub’s fast-paced yarn, 
the eponymous hero calls upon what little magical 
knowledge he possesses to command an army of 
mops to clean his secret hideaway. 

It only takes a couple of notes of Paul Dukas’s 
rhythmic orchestral work, featured most famously in 
the Disney animation Fantasia, for us to realise that 
enchanted cleaning tools and endless buckets of 
sloshing water are a recipe for disaster, or a sizeable 
insurance claim. 

Like so much in the film, this well-orchestrated scene 
promises copious tongue-in-cheek thrills but doesn’t 
quite deliver. 

Certainly, Turteltaub’s film has its pleasures, including 
a Chinatown dragon on poles that morphs into an 
actual mythical beastie that rampages through the New 
York district. Flowever, the screenwriters’ weak potion 
of family-friendly action, comedy and romance doesn’t 
linger in the memory for long. 

Harry Potter’s wand won’t be trembling in his hand. 

As a boy, Dave Stutler (Cherry) wanders into the 
Arcana Cabana antiques store and has a strange 
conversation with its owner, Balthazar Blake (Cage), 
who reveals that the youngster is to become a great 
wizard - the Prime Merlinian - and defeat the forces of 
evil under the control of evil Morgana Le Fay (Krige). 
Before Balthazar can begin the youngster’s tuition, 
dastardly rival Maxim Horvath (Molina) intervenes and 



a fight ensues, trapping both sorcerers inside a 
magical urn. 

Ten years later to the day, Dave (now played by 
Baruchel) is a brilliant physics student with an 
unrequited crush on pretty classmate Becky (Palmer). 
Balthazar and Maxim finally escape their pottery 
purgatory and both men race to track down Dave, who 
possesses an enchanted Russian doll that imprisons 
Morgana for all eternity. 

Thankfully, Dave has Balthazar to protect him while he 
learns the basics of sorcery. 

So Maxim takes his own apprentice, world famous 
illusionist Drake Stone (Kebbell), and together they plot 
Morgana’s resurrection. 

The Sorcerer’s Apprentice opens with a prologue set 
in Britain 740AD that sketches the legend of Merlin and 
his three apprentices before fast-forwarding to the 
21 st century Big Apple. 

Turteltaub’s film certainly isn’t complicated - you 
won’t need to cast a spell of clairvoyance to foresee 
how Dave’s journey ends - nor to recognise the 
potential opening for a sequel.

Bring the Med in 
with some gravel 


H OSEPIPE bans, parched 
grass and withering 
plants during the heat 
of summer make gravel 
gardens seem all the more 
tempting. 

In fact, making a gravel 
garden is pretty easy if you 
choose Mediterranean-style 
plants including lavender, 
euphorbias, cistus, santolina 
and phlomis, which provide 
plenty of nectar and pollen for 
visiting insects. 

Gardens of grasses, smaller 
plants or natives from rocky 
hillsides are well suited to a 
gravel garden. Succulents also 
like a gritty soil. 

Once established, a gravel 
garden featuring drought- 
tolerant plants such as 
phormium, blue grass, iris, 
alpine pinks and sempervivum 
needs almost no maintenance. 

Ideally, you need a sunny, 
well-drained spot with 
predominantly sandy soil. If 
you have heavy clay soil add 
plenty of organic matter before 
you start to help improve 
drainage. 

Gravel is an ideal 
background for bright flowers, 
but paler whites and yellows 
can look insipid. One downside

is that self-seeding plants (such 
as eryngiums and some 
geraniums) can become a 
problem because gravel is 
perfect for seedlings. 

Lay landscape fabric over the 
soil, before you add the gravel, 
to stop weeds and help prevent 
the plants self-seeding. Cut 
slits in the fabric which are 
large enough to take the root 
ball of the plants. 

There’s a wealth of choice in 
grades and colour of gravel, but 
make sure you choose one 
which is going to fit in with the 
colour of your garden stone or 
bricks and style of your home. 

Medium-grade gravels tend 
to be easier to walk on than 
smaller grades, rounded pea 
shingle or large cobbles. If cats 
are a problem in your garden, 
they may be put off by larger 


grades of gravel. 

There’s a surprisingly wide 
choice of plants that will 
survive and thrive in a well- 
drained gravel garden in a 
sunny spot, including alliums, 
ceanothus, salvia, lavender, 
rosemary, thyme, echinops, 
nepeta and cosmos, as well as a 
variety of ornamental grasses. 

A comprehensive list can be 
found on the Royal 
Horticultural Society’s website 
at www.rhs.org.uk 

Gravel gardens are low- 
maintenance but you will have 
to weed thoroughly in the first 
couple of years, while young 
plants are trying to establish. 
Once they are big enough they 
should suppress most weeds 
naturally. Remove spent flower 
stalks in the autumn or, if left 
over winter for architectural 
effect, in early spring. 

Helianthemums, cistus and 
sages will give your garden a 
Mediterranean feel, while 
succulents and ice plants, 
coupled with some lovely 
grasses, create a more coastal 
look. 

Whatever else you do, make 
the garden fit into the larger 
environment. Use some larger 
rocks, pieces of wood or big old 
stumps to create focal points. 


Many gravel gardens 
inevitably have a path 
embedded into them, so that 
residents don’t drag the gravel 
into the house on their feet. 
Many end up using railway 
sleepers, bedded into the 
gravel, to make attractive, 
informal paths. 

Decide how you want to use 
the garden before siting the 
path. Do you want it to feel like 
one large space or several small 
areas, do you want the path to 
meander or would you rather it 
lead directly to the destination? 
Once your gravel garden is

established, you may never 
worry again about a hosepipe 
ban. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Gaillardia (Blanket flower) 

Stunning daisy-like flowers 
in red or orange, tipped with 
yellow or gold and measuring 
up to 10cm (4in) across make a 
welcome splash of colour in 
the herbaceous borders at this 
time of year. The flowers 
emerge from early summer 
and can last until autumn if 
you deadhead them regularly. 
They also make ideal cut 
blooms. The type you’re most 


likely to come across are 
hybrids bred from G. aristata 
and G. pulchella, both from the 
dry, sunny prairies of North 
America. They love sunny, well- 
drained borders and thrive in 
sandy soils. 

Good varieties include 
‘Dazzler’, which produces big 
flowers with a red centre and 
orange edge, or ‘Wirral Flame’, 
which has dark red flowers with 
a yellow tip. Cut them down to 
ground level in the autumn, 
after flowering has finished, 
and divide clumps every three 
years.

“New university entrants all 
want a second-hand car that 
is cheap, which means they 
must source small engines to 
keep insurance costs down, 
and should also look for cars 
that have depreciated a lot 
without piling on the kind of 
mileage that makes them 
more likely to breakdown.” 

Students should also factor- 
in a lot of carrying space, 
warns Tumbridge, because 


several times a year many will 
make a lengthy pilgrimage 
from home to campus and 
back again carrying several 
weeks’ dirty washing. 

“That’s on top of the very 
first run to university, when 
the car will need to ferry 
literally everything they own - 
including duvets, ironing 
boards, large inflatables, and 
even lava lamps. 

“Reliability will also be a 
prime requirement, especially 
for the regular road trips to 
events ranging from 
Hogmanay in Scotland to the 
Glastonbury festival,” 
Tumbridge adds. 

With all those factors in 
mind, here’s three other cars 
to consider that Tumbridge 


reckons will give good all¬ 
round student service. 

“The Rover 25 has a 1.1- 
litre engine, and a nine-year- 
old example with mileage as 
low as 35,000 - remember, a 
lot were bought by older, 
more sedate drivers - can be 
found for around £1,700 to 
£ 2 , 000 . 

“A Seat Ibiza is much cooler, 
though, and the 1.2 petrol 
version is in low insurance 
groups, and a 2002 model, 
with average mileage of 
60,000, will cost from £2,100 
to £2,800.” 

And, while a Kia Rio is rare, 
states Tumbridge, any student 
who can find one from 2005 
on will be getting a sound 
buy.
